MOSCOW (UP) - Russia to day 
launched the wo rld's first ato mic 
surface v essel, the 16,000-to n ice­ 
breaker Lenin. 


The ship was put into the water 
at Leningrad, the o fficial So v iet 
News Agency Tass anno unced. 


It said the ship wo uld hav e a 
speed o f 32 kilo meters an ho ur 
(abo ut 20 miles an ho ur) “ in uno b­ 
structed waters.” 


“The ship will be easy to steer 
and will be capable o f breaking 
ice two meters (six feet) thick, ’ 
the anno uncement said. 
The Lenin is the first ato mic- 
po wered surface v essel. Ho wev er, 
the United States has two nuclear 
po wered submarines, the Nautilus 
and the Sea Wo lf. 
The keel fo r the first U.S. ato m­ 
ic-po wered surface v essel was laid 
last Mo nday at the Fo re Riv er 
shipyard o f the Bethlehem Steel 
Co rp., at Quincy, Mass. The v es- 
jsel is no t expected to be co m­ 
pleted until 1961. 
Tass said “ o v er 500 facto ries 
helped manufacture the ship’s m a­ 
chinery. The po wer o f the ship’s 
engines 
is 
estimated at 44,000 
ho rsepo wer.’ 
“The trans-arctic ato mic ice­ 
breaker will be able to remain at 
sea fo r sev eral mo nths.” it said. 
“ In 24 ho urs it will use o nly a 
few tenths o f grams o f its ato mic 
fuel.” 
The po wer sectio n o f the ship 
will wo rk this way, Tass said: 
“In the steam generating sec­ 
tio n, water will be turned into su­ 
per-heated steam co ntro lled under 
v ery high pressures. This steam 
will energize the turbo generato rs. 
The electric po wer pro duced in 
the icebreaker will driv e the pro ­ 
peller shaft. 
The Tass said the ship’s po wer 
co ntro l sectio n will be in the part 
o f the v essel where the ato mic re­ 
acto r is placed.
